The Orange county water dis¬ 
trict yesterday took steps to re¬ 
sume water spreading on the 
Santa Ana river this winter and 
to launch a *50.000 project for 
protecting the river banks from 
flood damage. 

The board decided to instruct 
Paul Bailey, its consulting engi¬ 
neer, to draw up an application 
for the bank protection work, to 
be submitted to the Public Works 
administration. Another applica¬ 
tion, to the Works Progress ad¬ 
ministration, will ask for aid in 
continuing the water spreading 
project. Water spreading was 
carried out last winter, with State 
Emergency Relief administration 
aid. on the river between the 
Yorba and Olive bridges. 

A report by Mr. Bailey was sub¬ 
mitted to the board at its meet¬ 
ing in Garden Grove yesterday, 
showing that protection of the 
river banks between these bridges 
is advisable. His report recom¬ 
mended that two rows of second¬ 
hand steel rails be driven into the 
ground on either side of the 
stream, that galvanized wire be 
strung between them, and that 
willows be planted between the 
rows. 

If the PWA turns down the 
project, it then could be submitted 
to the WPA. The water spread¬ 
ing, it was estimated, would cost 
between $10,000 and $15,000. In 
case the county bond issue for a 
comprehensive conservation pro¬ 
gram is successful, the water dis¬ 
trict will not carry out either 
project. The county program con¬ 
tains features which would make 
the projects unnecessary, it was 
explained.

The amounts meat prices have in* 
creased in the last two years were 
tabulated today by the labor de¬ 
partment. 

Since August. 1933, the follow¬ 
ing average increases were re¬ 
ported: Sliced bacon, 94.9 per 

cent; porkchops, 86.3: sliced ham, 
59.5; chuck roast, 51.3; plate beef, 
60; rib roast. 42; round steak, 
39.6; sirloin steak, 36.9: hens, 
42 4; leg of lamb, 18.2; lard, 122.4. 

Retail food prices in general 
have gone up 14.9 per cent. The 
department’s survey covering 51 
cities in every section of the coun¬ 
try, showed but only a few items 
cost more than they did in Aug¬ 
ust, 1930. 

Some sections report far 
slighter gains than others, how¬ 
ever. Prices in the South Atlantic 
states advanced 19 per cent, while 
the increase on the Pacific coast 
was only 9.8 per cent. 

The increase in Omaha—21.7 
per cent—was greater than in any 
other city. Los Angeles reported 
the slightest gain—8.5 per cent. 

The survey covered seven other 
food groups beside meats. The 
only group to show a decrease 
was fruits and vegetables, with a 
29.4 per cent drop. Canned com 
was up 24 per cent and canned 
peas, 29 per cent. All the fruits 
covered with the exception of 
bananas increased. 

Other groups and their percen¬ 
tage increases were cereals. 8.2 
per cent; dairy products. 7 9 per 
rent: eggs. 42.8 per rent; bever¬ 
ages, 2.3 per cent; fats and oils, 
67.8 per rent, and sugar and 
sweets, 2 per cent.

Because of the 35 per cent in¬ 
creased assessed values on prop¬ 
erty ordered this year by the state \ 
board of equalization taxes will 
he slightly higher this year than 
they were for 1934. According to 
a table prepared by County As¬ 
sessor James Sleeper, the average 
increase on property valued last 
year at $1000 will be $5. 

Mr Sleeper prepared a tabic 
outlining the rates for Santa Ana. 
Fullerton and Laguna Beach, the 
three cities for which the county 
collects taxes. In Santa Ana the 
increase will be $5.03 on real es¬ 
tate and $4.58 on improvements 
and personal property The raise 
in Fullerton will be $5.02. but in 
Laguna Beach the increase will 
amount to $11.78. 

In estimating the increase, Mr. 
Sleeper took as his base a piece 
of property assessed in 1934 at 
$1000. Following the raise in 
rates of assessed values by the 
state board of equalization, the 
same property this year was as¬ 
sessed at $1350. 

Increase Explained 

In 1934 the tax on improve¬ 
ments and personal property as¬ 
sessed at $1000 was $53.20. Real 
estate assessed at $1000 was taxed 
$56.80. The difference between 
the taxes and the 56-rent rate 
levied against real estate for 
Santa Ana boulevard. 

This year the tax on the same 
improvements and personal prop¬ 
erty will be $57.78 and the real 
estate tax will total $61.83. 

In Fullerton, property assessed 
at $1000 last year paid $47.90. 
This year the tax against the same 
property will be $52.92. Property 
valued at $100 last year in La¬ 
guna Beach paid a tax of $51.80,

The plans as approved by tha 
war department call for construc¬ 
tion of a dam 93 feet high and 
2100 feet long, containing 2,000,000 
cubic yards of earth fill, to form a 
reservoir with a capacity of 
180,000 acre feet of water. 

Seven Minor Dams 

Engineers who prepared tha 
plans say that regulated releases 
varying from 800 to 2000 second 
feet, and seldom exceeding 1600 
second feet, will conserve an aver¬ 
age of 21,000 acre feet of water 
annually. 

Additional open outlets with * 
maximum capacity of 5300 second 
feet of water in conjunction with 
the storage of 180.000 acre feet 
will limit the outflow during the 
largest probable flood to a dis¬ 
charge which the channel will 
carry. The plan recommends pur¬ 
chase of a part of the river chan¬ 
nel and its control below the dam 
in order to secure maximum con¬ 
servation through spreading. 

In addition to the Prado or key 
dam, the project includes con¬ 
struction of seven minor dams. 
These dams will be located on 


With Orange county’s $12,994,- 
000 flood control project approved 
by a number of federal agencies 
and turned over to the Federal 
Works Allotment board, Orange 
county officials are marking time 
pending action of that agency. 

The county has asked for federal 
aid in financing the project and is 
ready to call an election October 4.

Suppose we read these well known names in a list of 
passengers lost on a neutral transatlantic liner, sunk by 
a belligerent. An emotional reaction, comparable with the 
shock of the Lusitania disaster, would follow. But they 
are not victims of a submarine. They are recent victims 
of something just as deadly—the kind of motoring we 
moderns indulge in. 

The list shows that this threat of sudden death is not 
confined to the United States; it is worldwide. 

The danger of world war is potential; the traffic 
danger is actual. Every day it cuts off valuable lives, 
both of the humble and the illustrious; it breaks up happy 
homes, whether in cottages or palaces. 

To end it we must learn and teach safety rules and 
arrest reckless drivers. But we must do something harder. 

We must reduce our average rate of speed. Studies show 
that as the average rate of speed goes up accidents in¬ 
crease. The perils that always lie in carelessness are mul¬ 
tiplied by speed. Here is a fact that a speed-crazy age 
must face, though it does not want to. 

Let us deny ourselves the momentary thrill of speed, 
the imaginary need for haste, the nervous impatience, so 
we may live in a world in which there is a greater meas¬ 
ure of security for life and limb and peace of mind. 

CASH REGISTER MARRIAGE 

S ANTA ANA is to have a new marriage chapel—a mill 
where cooing couples may be spliced at so much per 
head with all the blessings of a justice of the peace or a 
minister of the gospel entwined with orange blossoms; 
organ music and an obbligato of “Oh, Promise Me in¬ 
cluded in a one-stop service. 

For those who do not care for church or parsonage 
weddings, ceremonies performed in a justice of the peace 
office or superior court chambers, this will afford a wel¬ 
come relief. No longer will it be necessary to marry any¬ 
body off at a walkathon, in an airplane or in the public 
square. 

Service should be provided so couples might walk 
right in, take a ticket as one would at a barber shop, get 
a shoeshine and engage a lawyer for the first divorce, 
while they wait for the couple ahead to get their change 
at the cash register.

T HERE is one thing about bond elections which always 
is beneficial to a community, much as at budget¬ 
making time.

A gratifying feature of the Santa Ana board of edu¬ 
cation’s financial statement is the showing that our 
bonded indebtedness, should the proposed $180,000 issue 
carry at the election two weeks from today, will be only 
2.72 of the 5 per cent allowed by law.
